“There are two lines of approach to | 
the solution, as I see it,” he said. “The 
first is in controlling surpluses that are 
due mainly to weather conditions. 
This may be done by holding a part 
of the abundant crop from one season 
to the next or from one year to an- 
other. It is also important to secure 
a more regular flow of the product into 
trade channels. 


Adjustment Is Needed. 


“The second approach is through a 
better adjustment of production to 
market conditions. By this I mean ad- 
justment in kind, quality and amount 
of production. This calls for more 
complete and accurate information on 
supply and demand at home and | 
abroad, made readily available to farm- 
ers in time to help them regulate pro- | 
duction. It also calls for reliable data 
on production problems in each region, 
to supplement the farmers’ experience 
in the combination of enterprises on 
the farm. 

“In handling surpluses due 
weather conditions, I believe much 
could be done through commodity- 
stabilization corporations, operated by 
the farmers themselves, or by their 
marketing organizations under the gen- 
eral guidance of a Federal farm board. 

“The essential function of such a 
corporation would be to take off the 
market for a time a certain amount of 
a commodity to prevent the price from 
falling to a ruinously low level. 

“I shall not attempt to outline, in 
detail the powers and functions of the 
suggested farm board. Among the 
duties would be that of formulating 
plans and’ policies for handling sur- 
pluses of farm products for the pur- 
pose of minimizing price fluctuations, 
and it should also aid in establishing 
clearing-house associations for handl- 
ing perishables.

Suggests Revols ing Fund. 


“An ample revolving fund, to be ad- | 
ministered by the board according to | 
law, should be available to help co- | 
operatives establish thfemselves on an 
effective basis. This fund should also 
be used to help carry a surplus from’ 
one year to the next. | 

“As a means of handling surpluses, | 
this plan is in accord with proposals 
which I have endorsed before. Suc- 
cess depends on the willingness of 
farmers to organize on a large scale, 
and to adopt strong business policies. 
Producers must be willing to build from 
the bottom up. They must forget any 
petty quarrels between local leaders 
and organizations, and federate their 
locals into regional and national or- 
ganizations handling large volumes of 
business. The best minds, experienced 
in the trade, must head such organiza- 
tions. With such a set-up, the Gov- 
ernment could do much more than it 
has done. 

“This plan would not put the Gov- 
ernment into the business of buying 
and selling farm products. It is in no 
sense a scheme of price fixing. It 
would not interfere with the regular 
functions of cooperative marketing or- 
ganizations. 

“The suggested plan of handling sur- 
pluses of stable crops, is not at all a 
question of ‘more credit to put the 
farmer deeper in debt,’ but one of suit- 
able credit to put him in a better po- 
sition to handle his surplus. 


Farmers Must Cooperate. 


“Effective cooperation must be built 
from the bottom up, not from the top 
down. We can not lay out on paper 
an elaborate scheme for cooperative 
marketing, have some Government of- 
ficial ‘press the button at Washington,’ 
and then find wonders accomplished 
for agriculture. 

“Farmers themselves must be willing 


to act together: leaders of local organ- 
izations must be able to work togeths”

HELD JUSTIFICATION 


Last Surplus Much Higher; Communists Utilize Battle to 


Than Estimate, It Is 


Pointed Out.

(Staff Correspondent of The Post.) 
Rapid City, S. Dak., Aug. 14-—The 

belief persisted at the summer Capital 
today that there will be a tax reduc-: 
tion at the next session of Congress, 
despite the gloomy picture presented 
by Budget Director Lord. In some 
quarters it was insisted that a reduc- 
tion would be effected on the eve of 
the quadrennial elections, even if a 
deficit of 100,000,000 or so might have 
to be incurred. 

There would be justification for this, 
it was argued, because of the great re- 
duction that has been made in the 
national debt since Secretary Mellon 
has been at the country’s financial 
helm. On June 30 it had been reduced 
from $26,500,000,000, the size of the 
debt in 1919, to $18,500,000,000. 

As to just what this means in the 
way of current expenditures, it is 
pointed out that the interest on the 
national debt this fiscal year is $67,- 
000,000 less than that paid last year, 
and next year it will be $40,000,000 less 
than last year’s charge. 

Tax reduction optimists, however, 
found their greatest support in the 
ultra conservatism of the Budget Bu- 
reau and Treasury experts in estimating 
surpluses. 

Surplus Ran Higher. 

It was recalled that the surplus for 
the year ended June 30 was estimated 
at the outset- as low as $300,000,000. 
Instead, it amounted to $635,000,000. 
The receipts for that year were $4,129,- 
000,000, while the expenditures for that 
year were $3,493,000,000. Now Director 
Lord estimates an increase of $911,000,- 
000 in the current fiscal year’s expendi- 
tures as compared with last year, and 
@ decrease of $209,000,000 in the re- 
ceipts. 

The situation therefore is that all 
statements and actions point to one, 
while the Budget Bureau’s figures ar- 
gue against one, at least of $300,000,000. 

It is accepted as a fact here that the 
budget director gave out his figures 
with the full consent of the President. 
He had just come from a conference 
with him when he did so. And it is 
also accepted as a fact that there must 
have been some purpose behind their 
being given out. 

Navy Fight Brewing, 

This purpose is believed to be a de- 
sire on the part of the President to 
emphasize the necessity of economy, 
and quite probably a thought of head- 
ing off any big naval fight at the next’ 
session, That one is brewing there is 
no doubt, and it is more than probable 
that it will definitely materialize. With 
the failure of the Geneva parley the 
big Navy men are expected to be in 
high glee and on the rampage. 

Now the President has approved esti- 
mates for carrying on the big Army 
and Navy air program and the latter’s 
cruiser program. It is believed he 
would like to see it stop at that. Cer-

At 4 o’clock this morning (Lon- 
‘don time) the British air ministry 
‘confirmed a report that an air- 
plane, supposedly the Bremen, had 
passed over Wakefield, Yorkshire, 
about 625 miles from Dessau. It 
was added that the plane was pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily, with weather 
conditions favorable. 

A report to the Daily Express an 
hour later had the Bremen over 
Formby, not far from Liverpool, 
but the time of sighting was not 
given. Formby is about 65 miles 
farther west than Wakefield. 

Dublin police reported that a 
plane flew across that city at 5:15 
a. m. today, Dublin time. 

The Europa came down because 
of engine trouble, and in making 
a precipitate landing broke her 
undercarriage and propeller. 

Dublin, Ireland, Aug. 15 (A.P.).—The 
Dublin police, reported that an alr- 
plane flew over the city at 5:15 o'clock 
this morning at a height of about 800 
feet, but it was impossible to dils- 
tinguish the nationality of the ma- 
chine. It had no tail light. 

Another report was that a plane or 
planes passed over Rathmines and Dub- 
lin about the same time, going in a 
southwesterly direction. Rathmines 1s 
a southern suburb of Dtblin. 

Europa Crashes Down. 

Bremen, Germany, Aug. 14 (A.P.).—- 
After half an hour’s flight over the 
North Sea, motor trouble forced the 
Europa to turn back and make, an 
emergency landing at Bremen. She 
came down with a crash, smashing her 
landing gear and snapping her propeller. 

The Europa’s passenger, Hubert R. 
Knickerbocker, American newspaper 
correspondent, prematurely rejoined his 
wife through this unforseen landing. 
Mrs. Knickerbocker, who is an Ameri- 
can newspaper woman, was a passenger 
on the pilot plane which landed at 
Bremen at 8:30 o’clock. 

Bremen Reported Seen, 

London (Monday), Aug. 15 (A.P.).— 
The British air ministry early this 
morning confirmed the Press Associa- 
tion report that an airplane supposed 
to be the Bremen passed over Wake- 
field, Yorkshire, at 1:40 a. m. It is 
stated that the airplane was going 
satisfactorily under favorable weather 
conditions. 

The report that the airplane Bremen 
had been sightec. over Wakefield would 
indicate, if correct, that the machine 
had taken a more southerly course 
than had been expected. :

URGES HANKOW FORCES

Retirement Follows Demand 
of Feng for Dissolution 
to Save Cause.

Shanghai, Aug. 14.—Gen. Chiang Kai- 
Shek, ‘commander of the Nationalist 
government military forces, tonight 
dramatically resigned, carrying down 
with him the entire Nanking govern- 
ment, including the following officials: 
Hu Han-Ming, head of the political 
committee; Tsai Yun-Pei, member of 
the political committee; the former 
head of the Peking University, Chiang 


Ching- Kiang, and the prominent 
Kuomintung member, Wu Tsu-Hul. 

Gen. Chiang’s retirement brings an 
immediate crisis in the lower Yangtze 
area, including Shanghai, due to the 
precipitation of the race for Nanking 
by militarists affiliated with the Han- 
kow government and Fengtien forces 
under Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang. The 
latter is advancing in this direction 
from Shantung. 

Dr. C. C. Wu, minister of foreign af- 
fairs, and Quo Tai-Chi, vice minister 
of foreign affairs, have not yet resigned, 
but their resignations are expected 
shortly. 

Gen. Chiang, simultaneously with the 
resignation, issued a long declaration 
addressed to the Chinese people, follow- 
ing which he departed for his home, 
the village of Fengha in Chekiang 
province, dec.aring his readiness to help 
the Kuomingtung as a civilian. 

Retirement Directly Due to Defeat. 

Gen. Chiang’s retirement was directly 
due to the defeat of his armies by the 
northern Fengtien forces in Shantung 
and northern Kiangsu provinces and 
the pressure exerted by the Christian 
general, Feng Yu-Hsiang, who has been 
working to force the unification of the 
Hankow and Nanking factions of the

Kuomintung. 

Gen. Tang Shen-Tse, head of the 
Nationalist forces of Hankow, now has 
reached Kiukiang, about 200 miles up 
the Yangtzé River from Nanking, while 
the Fengtien forces have _ reached 
Penghu, about the same distance north 
of Nanking on the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway. 

Practically all of the Nationalist 
forces previously under Chiang have 
withdrawn south of the Yangtze River 
between Nanking and Shanghai and 
now are commanded by Gen. Ho Yin- 
Chin, previously a subordinate of Gen. 
Chiang. 

Two other Chiang subordinates, Gen. 
Pai Chung-Hsi and Lu Chun-Chin, to- 
gether with Gen. Ho, havwe declared 
their allegiance to the Hankow govern- 
ment in order to prevent a rupture of 
the Shanghai area by the Fengtien 
forces, but owing to the confusion it 
will be impossible to determine the out- 
come for several days. 

Gen. Chiang’s decision to retire and 
the dissolution of the Nanking govern- 
ment followed a conference at Nanking 
the night of August 12, when a tele- 
gram was received from Gen. Feng de- 
manding the dissolution of the Nan- 
king government as the only way to 
unify the Nanking -and Hankow fac- 
tions and save the Nationalist revo- 
lution. 


Makes Patriotic Appeal. 


Gen. Chiang’s retiring proclamation 
takes the form of a patriotic appeal to 
the Chinese people, asking, first, that 
the Hankow and Nanking Kuomintung 
members hold an immediate conference 
and invites the Hankow Kuomintung 
members to come to Nanking imme- 
diately; second, it asks the Kuomintung 
troops in central China under the 
Hankow government to cooperate with 
the forces under the Nanking govern- 
ment in order to continue the cam- 
paign against the northern militarists; 
third, it asks all factions of the Kuo- 
mintung to continue the campaign 
against the Reds. 

Gen. Chiang’s proclamation begins 
with a review of the nationalist mili- 
tary campaign from the beginning of 
May, 1926, to the conquest of the 
Yangtse Valley, following which the 
Kuomintung split occurred, over the 
Communist trouble. ie 

Gen. Chiang said: “I demanded the 
movement of China against the Bolshe- 


viki and today I am gratified that this | 


movement has spread over the country, 
but this led to misunderstanding and 
suspicion of my motives, causing a 
weakening of the nationalist revolu- 
tion and strengthening of the northern 
militarists. I would have resigned ear- 
lier, but I felt the great necessity of 
carrying on the campaign against the 
militarists. 

“I ignored the charges by Hankow of 
having two objects, the first being the 
elimination of Michael Borodin and the 
second, the complete separation of the 
Kuomintung party from the Com- 
munist party. Both now have been ac- 
complished, but since the Hankow 
Kuomintung members raised fresh ob- 
jections against my control of the 
Nanking government, I have decided 
to resign in order not to embarrass the 
northern campaign.

REPORT SHOWS DISTRICT 
H4S $956 000 SURPLUS 


$635,809,921 Federal Sav- 
ings for Fiscal Year, 
Lord Asserts. 


CREDIT GIVEN OFFICIALS 


While Federal receipts during the 
past fiscal year showed an increase of 
$635,809,921.70 over national expendi- 
tures, receipts from the District of 
Columbia gave this city a $955,000 
surplus, according to figures in the 
sixth annual report of the director of 
the Bureau of the Budget, made public 
yesterday. 

The report listed local receipts for 
the year ended June 30 last at $31,145,- 
000, whereas District expenditures were 
reported at $39,200,000. The Govern- 
ment’s allotted quota of $9,000,000, 
voted by Congress, paved the way to 
the surplus. National figures estimated 
Federal expenditures at $3,493,584,- 
519.40, and receipts at $4,129,394,441.10. 

Director Lord reported to the presi- 
dent that “savings in expenditures 
and improvements in methods of con- 
ducting business effected during the 
past fiscal year bear witness to the 
zeal and interest which has been dis- 
played by public officials in conduct- 
ing business of their offices upon an 
efficient and economical basis. 

Application of the coordinating ma- 
chinery to the new Federal building 
program through the operations of a 
special “coordinating committee” was 
treated at length, and the hope express- 
ed that through its operations “sound 
planning will be done for the future 
needs of the buildings coincident with 
their design.” 

It was shown that an aggregate of 
$8,625,300.08 has been saved through 
the activities of the interdepartmental 
coordinating service since its inaugura- 
tion. Included in this total was a sav- 
ing of $85,241.17 effected through the 
coordination of Government telephone 
service in the District of Columbia, and 
$90,739.12 saved through the coordina- 
tion of motor transportation service in 
the District.

Lisbon, Portugal, Aug. 14 (A.P.).— 
The cabinet announced today that it 
had decided to deport to the colonies 
all those who were implicated in 
Friday’s attempted coup d’etat, the 
object of which was to force the 
resignation of the present government 
and place Naval Commander Filomeno 
Da Camara in power. A warship is 
preparing to convey Camara and other 
officers to Cape Verde. ; 

Lieut. Moraes Sarmento, who headed 
the delegation which demanded the 
resignation of the government, has 
been cashiered. When the ministers 
refused to resign, Sarmento started 
shooting with a pistol and wounded the 
secretary. of the finance minister. 
Prof. Fidelino De Figueiredo, director 
of the national library, who attempted 
to force publication in the official 
gazette of a decree announcing the 
resignation of the government, has 
been dismissed. 

President Carmona, in an interview 
with the press today, stated that the 
government had received unequivocal 
messages of loyalty from the army and 
navy. He declared that otherwise the 
government would not stay in power a 
day longer. The president was con- 
gratulated on his courageous attitude 
Friday, when he threw himself upon 
Sarmento, as the latter was firing, and 
disarmed him. The president replied 
that his action had been exaggerated 
and added that he had the ability to 
keep cool and not lose his head in a 
tight corner. 

The official gazette states that the 
same decrees which were put into force 
at the time of the revolution last 
February, will be applied in the 
present instance.

Weather Bureau Warns Dis-

Topeka, Kans., Aug. 14 (A.P.).—If 
more heavy rains fall within the next 
24 hours, the Weather Bureau warned 
today, Kansas will again experience de- 
structive floods like those which swept 
the larger river valleys last fall and 
spring.

At Fort Scott, in southeast Kansas, 
the Marmaton River overflowed and in- 
undated several hundred homes to a 
depth of 8 feet.

to rename Mont Blanc,” he said. “We 
| protest that you really come to give 
| the name of Mussolini to the highest 
| Italian peak.” 
| These words were not mentioned in 
any account of the ceremony reaching 
Rome until this evening. On the 
contrary, the impression got about 
that there had been a renaming which 
amounted to a gesture of defiance, All 
efforts to ascertain the truth of the 
matter were entirely fruitless in Rome 
until a full report of the proceedings 
at Courmayeur was received today. 

It was hinted tonight among friends 
of Malaparte that the mystery was e€x- 
plained by a desire to involve him in 
an international imbroglio. Malaparte 
is a leader of the “intellectual” sec-

Sacco and Vanzetti are being railroaded 
to the chair.” 

That was as far as he got. Super- 
intendent of Police Crowley was in the 
crowd and ordered officers to arrest 
the speaker. They also took Carvottl 
into custody. 

Hapgood offered no physical resist- 
ance but Carvotti attempted to strug- 
gle wtih the police and the two were 
taken to a police box where a call was 
sent in for a patrol wagon. Thé crowd 
followed and while the officers were 
waiting for the wagon Hapgood con- 
tinued his speech. 

The crowd was in good humor and 
cheered and applauded, four mounted 
police and patrol wagons loaded with 
officers arrived on the scene and after 
the two prisoners had been taken to 
the police station the officers broke 
up the gathering. 

Hapgood, who is the son of a wealthy 
Indianapolis resident, was graduated 
from Harvard in 1921. During his 
college career he took part in ath- 
letics and was active in the Liberal 
Club. After his graduation he became 
interested in labor problems and par- 
ticularly in the mine workers of Amer- 
ica. At the last convention of the 
mine workers in Indianapolis he was 
denied the floor on the ground that 
he was not a delegate.

The Sacco-Vanzetti defense commit- 
tee declared in a statement tonight that 
Sacco’s condition is “extremely seri- 
ous” and that the State is responsible 
“for any eventuality.” 

The committee explained that it had 
been promised the use of the permit 
issued to the Socialist Labor Party for 
the. meeting oh the common this after- 
noon, but said the party “withdrew 
that promise scarcely an hour before 
the meeting was scheduled.”

GERMAN IS FLYING TO U. S. 


announced by the German aviation 
board, was 6:20:47 for the Bremen and 
6:25:13 for the Europa. . 


The first to get away was the Bremen 
which was piloted by Fredrich Loose 
and Herman Koehl and carried Baron 
Gunther von Huenefeld, representative 
of the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Line, as a passenger. The Europa was 
manned by Cornelius Edzard and 
Johann Risticz, who recently estab- 
lished a world’s endurance record in 
the same machine. With them was 
Hubert R. Knickerbocker, representa- 
tive of the New York American, which 
is one of the financial backers of the 
flight. 

Both airplanes made perfect getaway, 
being on the running track less than 
30 seconds before taking to the air. 
They shot across the airdrome like two 
arrows and disappeared in a distant 
cloudbank before the spectators realized 
that the ocean fliers had gone. 

Today’s start on the transatlantic 
flight came as 4 surprise to Dessau. 
Scores of newspaper correpondents and 
camera men had been told that the 
expedition would not take wing unless 
weather conditions, which were not 
promising up to noon, would indicate 
that no risk would be incurred if the 
flight were undertaken today. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon it be- 
came known that the pilot and their 
two passengers had been ordered to 
report at the airdrome at 4 o'clock, 
when the last weather bulletin was 
due from the Hamburg observatory. 


Plane Calls Workmen. 


This news was flashed immediately 
to the populace of Dessau by the 
huge D-1073 Junkers passenger plane, 
which circled above the city, sounding 
its-siren as a signal for Junkers em- 
ployees to report for patrol duty at 
the airdrome. This was also a noti- 
fication to the Sunday holiday crowds 
that the flight was at hand, and the 
flying field soon was the goal of an 
unending stream of spectators and 
motorcars. 

The pilots were relieved visibly 
when it was decided that the start 
definitely would, be made before sun- 
down, as the tension of marking time 
and perusing weather charts during 
the last six days plainly had got on 
their nerves. 

The take-off was made in a simple, 
unpretentious setting. There were no 
ceremonies, and less than a dozen of- 
ficials of the Junkers works and the 
North German Lloyd Line, which is 
the chief financial sponsor of the un- 
dertaking, were present. 

The pilots lost no time in starting 
up their motors and presently the 
Bremen roared down the runway for 


|several hundred yards and then hop- 


ped off, its outlines suggesting a 
swollen bird. The Europa followed 
five minutes later. Both planes were 
fed gasoline up to within a few min- 
utes of the hop-off. 


Pick Northern Route. 


The decision to take the northerly 
route was reached after an extended 
conversation with the Hamburg Ob- 
servatory. Edzard, Risticz, Loose and 
Koehl appeared to be in fine fettle 
when they arrived at the pilots’ house, 
where they donned their flying togs. 
They then motored to the starting 
point at the extreme end of the huge 
airdrome which was closed to the pub- 
lic and newspaper men. 

Each pilot carried his own rations, 
which had been prepared by his wife 
or himself. The assortment varied, but 
consisted mainly of sandwiches, with 
three thermos flasks, containing coffee, 
tea and milk, emergency rations, in the 
shape of hardtack and distilled water, 
also were included. 

In addition to the German colors and 
the American flag, both airplanes carry 
the official standard of the Bremen 
Free State and the house flag of the 
North German Lloyd line. 


Message to Mme. Nungesser. 


Before starting on their transatlan- 
tic flight the crews of the Bremen and 
Europa dispatched a telegram of re- 
spectful greetings to France to Mme. 
Nungesser, mother of Charles Nunges- 
ser, who, with Francois Coli? was lost 
in making the first attempt to fly from 
Europe to the North American contin- 
ent. The message read: 

“On the trail of the White Bird, we 
are filled with the memory of both 
heroes and send respectful greeting to 
Nungesser’s mother.” 

The decision to have the Bremen hop 
off first was due to the fact that Koehl 
is considered the ablest navigator in 
the quartet of German pilots. He is 
also rated as the best fog expert among 
the German flying talent. 

“We won’t lose each other unless we 
run into a very bad fog,” Koehl said 
during an expression of optimism for 
a successful consummation of the 
flight. 

Koehl said he had implicit confi- 
dence in the efficiency of the navigat- 
ing instruments with which both 
planes “were equipped. He was the 
most enthusiastic of the pilots and did 
not anticipate any mishaps on the 
voyage. 

“Should one of our planes fall into 
the water it won’t sink and it won’t 
be necessary for us to jettison the 
motor. We cowd alight far out on 
Manhattan Beach and puil our plane 
ashore if an emergency necessitated. 
If one of us should be forced to de- 
scend in midocean, we should im- 
mediately signal—during the daytime 
with the aid of a powerful concave 
mirror and at night with flash lights. 

“As we hope to fly within easy com- 
municating distance of each other we 
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should postpone getting into imme- 
diate touch with our more unfortunate 
comrades and at once fly southward 
to get in contact with transatlantic 
liners which we should inform by sig- 
nal balloons of the location of the 
distressed plane. If we were near a 
coast, we should make an immediate 
landing and mobilize aid, but the 
plane which was not disabled, would, of 
course, continue the flight.” 

Koehl does not believe in mascots. 

“Gasoline, and plenty of it, is your 
best talisman,” he declared. 

Koehl’s faith in the efficiency of the 
Junkers airplanes is said to have been 
born of the fact that both the motors 
and the planes were produced in the 
Same factory, and therefore are per- 
fectly attuned to each other. 

The Europa is numbered D-1197 
and the Bremen D-1167. They are 
types of the Junkers W-33 models. 
They are equipped with L-5 motors and 
have 310 horsepower each. They are low- 
wing airplanes, each weighing 3,800 kilo- 
grams, of which 3,000 kilograms con- 
sists of gasoline. The weight of each 
passenger is calculated on the basis of 
75 Kilograms. (A kilogram equals ap- 
proximately 2 1-5 pounds.) 

The consumption of fuel varies be- 
tween 38 and 70 kilograms hourly, ac- 
cording to the speed maintained. The 
pilots, before starting, said they would 
force the airplanes through at the 
maximum motor capacity at the start, 
and afterward throttle down as the 
carrying load was lessened. 


Correspondents See Start. 


The piloting plane, D-1073, is in 
charge of Franz Schnaebele. It accom- 
modated 18 persons and carried Ger- 
man newspaper correspondents. It is a 
latest model Junkers plane, equipped 
with powerful searchlighis. 

By 5:45 o’clock the pilots had motor- 
ed to their machines where they were 
loudly cheered by thousands. The 
escorting newspaper men hurried to 
embark in the piloting plane. The 
pilots. quickly mounted and the pro- 
pellers instantly started for the long 
voyage. 

“We have firm confidence. 
succeed. 

“EDZARD, RISTICZ, KOEHL, LOOSE.” 

This was the parting statement of 
the German airmen, before commencing 
their transatlantic flight, to the As- 
sociated Press. 

Other leading personages connected 
with the flight also took occasion to 
express their hopes and expectations 
of Germany’s bid for the blue ribbon 
of the air. 


U. S. Envoy’s Message. 


Jacob Guild Schurman, American 
Ambassador to Germany, messaged: 

“Best wishes for success, which I con- 
fidently anticipate. The Junkers planes 


We shall 


| have demonstrated their excellence and 
i the aviators are splendid fellows, mas- 
| ters in the art of flying. 


In the trans- 
ocean flight from east to west the task 
is greater than in the reverse direc- 
tion. May the winds of heaven favor 
them and all the elements be propi- 
tious. 

“When the German aviators have 
reached their desired haven in America, 
they will receive a great and cordial 
welcome. They will be the objects of 
American hospitality and American 
friendship for the German people, 
American admiration for successful ad- 
venture and especially Germany’s 
astounding achievements in the sci- 
ence and art of aviation. It will be a 
great demonstration. I almost expect 


to hear in Berlin the screaming of! 


American and German eagles in New 
York.” 

Prof. Junkers said that aviation, con- 
trasting other walks of life, was sin- 
gularly free from acerbities. “He hoped 
the brave ocean fliers also would suc- 
ceed in promoting good fellowship be- 
yond the German borders. 


Stimmings’ Good Wishes. 

Karl G. Stimmings, a director of the 
— German Lloyd, in his message, 
said: 

“The whole German nation is thrilled 
with gratitude to those who self-sacri- 
ficingly have come forward to raise the 
colors of their country aloft and to 
show the world that German will to 
succeed is unbroken. Everything hu- 
manly possible has been done so that 
thier goal may be attained. May Prov- 
idence guide them.” 

Otto Merkel, director of Luftmansa, 
or German Aerial League, saluted the 
fliers as “‘vikings of the air,” wishing 
them the best of luck and adding that 
if trouble came it would find the men 
and engines tried and tested. The 
flight, he said, would spur those labor- 
ing for regular safe transocean air 
transport. 


Kaiser Message Halted. 


A flurry of excitement was occa- 
sioned shortly before the hop-off of 
the Bremen and Europa on their trans- 
atlantic flight when it became known 
that a message of greeting was to be 
dispatched to the former kaiser at 
Doorn, informing him of the flights. 
Junkers officials as well as those of 
the North German Lloyd, who are partly 
directing the enterprise, intercepted the 
—- and prevented it from being 
sent. 

It was rumored that the movement 
emanated from an irresponsible source, 
and it met ‘vith stern opposition from 
a majority of the airmen who flatly 
refused to sign the message. 


Junkers Plane Pilots 
Face Unsettled Weather 


New York, Aug. 14 (A.P.).—The pilots 
of the two Junkers planes that took 
off from Dessau for New York today 
will encounter areas of unsettled 
weather with fresh winds, rain squalls 
and some fog, the United States 
Weather Bureau reported. 

There is a trough of low pressure ex- 
tending southwest from the British 
Isles with one depression approaching 
the Irish coast and another moving 
eastward toward longitude 30, which 
is approximately between Ireland and 
the easternmost point of Newfoundland. 

Over the easterh half of the Atlantic 
the planes will encounter fresh north- 
west to west winds on the surface and 
aloft with occasional rain, some mist 
or fog. 

On the American side of the Atlantic 
there is a high pressure area extending 
over Newfoundland and to the south- 
east over the steamship lanes.

Herman Koehl and his crew are suc- 
cessful in their attempt to make a non- 
stop flight from Dessau, Germany, to 
this city, a distance of 4,100 miles. 

The Bremen may be expected some 
time Tuesday evening if no mishaps 
occur. It will almost certainly be dark 
when the plane nears the end of its 
long journey, pilots agreed, and the 
only landing field in the vicinity of 
Chicago which is lighted at night is 
the Checkerboard Field at Maywood. 

Air mail pilots asserted that the pilot 
of the Bremen could not miss the field 
which has beacon lights and ground 
lights. In addition, rockets are sent up 
at regular intervals. Five air mail 
planes arrive and leave the field dur- 
ing the night, bound from and to New 


York, Dallas, Minneapolis, Omaha and 
other cities. 


Mayor’s Plans. 

“Chicago will stage a celebration if 
the Bremen arrives, which will make 
the Paris demonstration given Lind- 
bergh seem tame in comparison,’’ Mayor 
William Hale ‘ompson declared. “I'll 


make arrangements to have an official 
welcoming committee, but the whole 
city itself will probably be there.” 

That his prediction will come true 
appeared likely. Even before news- 
papers had appeared on the street to- 
night giving details of the flight, 
queries were pouring into the Chicago 
Tribune in regard to the probable land- 
ing field to be used by the Bremen if 
it reaches its destination.

British Flier Forced to Put: 


Whale in Drydock; Leak 
in the Hull. 


Southampton, England, Aug. 14 
P.).—A further postponement of Capt. 
F, T. Courtney’s projected transatlantic 
flight until Tuesday, and possibly 
Wednesday, was announced tonight as 
the result of the discovery of a leak in 
the hull of the flying boat Whale. 

The Whale, instead of being put into 
her shed last night, was left to ride 
at anchor in Southampton water. This 
proved to be fatal. During the night 
there.was a violent storm and, al- 
though the Whale weathered it, Capt. 
Courtney this morning found that a 
leakage had admitted a foot of water. 
It was found necessary to summon en- 
gineers and put the machine in dry- 
dock.

hatred for the whites during recent 
years, but they have been swiftly sup- 
pressed. 

The government is not minimizing 
the situation. It is suspected that the 
activity in the Cochabamba region is 
an effort to lure the Bolivian army 
away from La Paz in order that it may 
be attacked with impunity. 

The Bolivian Indian lives virtually 
in chattel slavery. Very few of them 
Own property which they cultivate. 
They are ordinarily a quiet, peaceful 
and docile people, inclined to be slow 
to work and easy with their money or 
few possessions. They are almost en- 
tirely illiterate. The whites own almost 
all the land of the republic. They live 
in the capital or one of the large cities, 
visiting their “fincas,” or estates, only 
at the planting time or the harvest. 
They give the Indian farmer a share 
of the harvest, frequently, it is said, 
only enough to keep him until the 
next harvest. The Indians are a hardy 
race in the lofty plateaus of the Andes, 
having barrel-like chests and sturdy 
frames. They have produced some long 
and short-distance runners who have 
equaled world records on Bolivian 
tracks, Efforts to send them to the 
olympic games, however, ended in fail- 
ure as they were unable to run in low 
altitudes and succumbed to quick tu- 
berculosis in two prominent. cases. 
Once organized in large numbers they 
probably would make quick work of the 
whites, who never have been able to 
accustom themselves to the high alti- 
tudes of Bolivia (from 3 to 5 miles 
high) and suffocate under exertion and 
quickly contract pneumonia in the 
fickle climate of the Andes.

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WASHINGTON’S AIRPORT. 


Washington is to be a station on the air 
route between New York and Atlanta. Tem- 
porarily the stop for the picking up and de- 
livering the mail sacks will be at Bolling Field, 
as the War Department has given its consent 
to the use of that airport until such time as 
the Gravelly Point station shall be made ready. 

This change in the attitude of the War De- 
partment toward the commercial use of its 
landing field comes as a result of the oonfer- 
ence between Gen, Lord, director of the budget, 
and President Coolidge. When the District 
Commissioners presented to Gen. Lord a mem- 
orandum in which he was asked to indorse a 


recommendation for an initial appropriation | 


for the Gravelly Point project, that gentleman 
seemed disinclined to include any sum what- 
ever in the budget for the purpose of creating 
an airport for Washington. But subsequently, 
after studying the memorandum of the com- 
missioners and the accompanying report of 
Maj. Covell, the director recommended that 
Congress be asked to appropriate $125,000 as 
the first. installment of the total that will be 
required during the next five years, namely, 
$765,000. 

As soon as it became known that the Presi- 


dent, in accordance with the recommendation ° 


of the budget chief, would include the item for 
Gravelly Point in the estimates, the necessary 
papers were prepared to authorize the New 
York-Atlanta mails to stop at Bolling Field. 

Postmaster General New is elated over the 
success of the air mail contract system thus 
far, and predicts that within a short time the 
service will spread into every State. Airports 
must first be provided, however, by those cities 
that hope to benefit from the service. 


THE WORLD'S POPULATION. 


Starting on August 31 there will be held at 
Geneva a world conference on the subject of 
population. To it will come authorities .n 
biology, sociology, geography and other sciences 
who have given the problem deep study, but 
who never have been able to get together in 
common meeting to give one another the bene- 
fit of their knowledge. An advance notice, 
issued by the advisory council, says: 


The question of population growth holds 
possibilities of menace to the future of 
civilization, and yet the world population 
problem is one of ‘the few great issues of 
today which: have not been the subject of 
concerted international action. 


In other words, the conference hopes to as- 
certain whether or not the world is to become 
overpopulated, and if so, what is to be done 
about it. World population, in spite of wars 
and automobiles, is increasing yearly. Some 
time in the far future a saturation point may 
be reached. Some areas are already over- 
populated. India is concerned over a too high 
birth rate. But France is worried over its 
slow growth, even to the extent of offering 
prizes to parents of large families. 

Enormous empty areas in the world are 
capable of supporting human life. The prob- 
lem is to induce the human animal to strike 
out into the empty places instead of huddling 
in congested areas. Attempts to manipulate 
the birthrate up or down are doomed to fail- 
ure, as they ought to fail. So, also, are 
grandiose schemes of transplanting populations 
by wholesale migrations. Only by hard work 
and necessity will the human family adjust 
itself to the world’s resources and capacities. 
But science, which is increasing the food sup- 
ply by stimulating plant production and by the 
liscovery of substitutes, will take care of the 
civilized areas for centuries to come. It is 
well to study the tendencies of population and 
the vagaries of migration, but there is no rea- 
son for worrying over the increase of popula- 
tion. 


TREACHEROUS MOTHER TONGUE. 


Common citizens as well as philologists are 

sometimes confused by the choice of words. 

_ This is particularly true when the various Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples are thrown in contact. 
The mother tongue does not always serve its 
purpose in such instances. The words are the 
same, but the meanings differ. R. C. Walton, 
a British visitor to New York, his wife and 
daughter can testify, to this fact. 

New York has its “subway.” London its 
“underground” and its “tubes.’”” Theoretically 
they are the same. Actually the ‘“under-

THE PUBLIC BUYS BONDS. 


The extent to which citizens of the United 
States have become converted to the practice of 
investing surplus funds in bonds is graphically 
shown by the most recent statement of the 
Federal Reserve Board. The record of new 
issues for the first six months of the year 


_ shows that $5,300,000,000 worth of new issues 


have been offered to the public in that time. 


| This is a total never equaled except during the 
| war years, when liberty bonds were absorbed 


from patriotic motives. 

The bonds offerings for the full year will 
surpass even the mark of the war period. The 
increase is part of the steady growth that has 
been in progress over a period of several years. 
During the four years preceding 1927 the total 
bond offerings amounts to $24,000,000,000, a 
yearly average of only a little above the six 
months’ total for 1927. The situation is all the 
more noteworthy because of the fact that the 
return on safe issues has decreased. The aver- 
age yield is now 4% per cent, in contrast to 6 
and even 7 per cent offered as an inducement 
to the small investor right after the war. 

More than three-fifths of the total issues in 
the period since June 30, 1923, have been of a 
corporate nature. They represent the capital 
requirements of public utilities, money for the 
construction of homes and extension of public 
roads and public buildings. In nearly all in- 
stances they have been long term in character, 
but the money so obtained has been used for 
durable purposes. Financial experts are 
agreed that the willingness of the public to pro- 
vide capital in such quantities is one of the 
prime contributing factors to both the progress 
and prosperity which the country now enjoys. 


SWEET POTATO FLOUR. 


From the fertile valleys of California have 
come many additions to the menus served in 
the East, including the hybrid productions 
from the wizard garden of Burbank. Califor- 
nia melons come in their own skins, and Cali- 


less and in cans. And now the Golden State 
promises an entirely novel addition to the food 
supply in the form of dehydrated sweet inet 
toes, ground up into flour. 

Every tale of castaways on the South aca 
Islands records the important part taken by the 
native yams, which are first cousins to the 
sweet potato of California, in sustaining the 
lives of the Crusoites. But there is no record 
of the conversion of those yams into flour and 
that flour into bread. This California has 
accomplished through the teaching of an ex- 
pert. dehydrator. In one of the small cities of 
the State the bakers got together, secured sup- 
plies: of sweet potato flour and introduced the 
new bread, without explanation or excuse. 
Since the first batch was offered the supply has 
never been equal to the demand, and the 
chamber of commerce of that California town 
is now arranging to manufacture the flour in 
commercial quantities and to spread the news 
of discovery throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. 

White bread, graham bread, rye bread and 
corn bread are staple foods. Some even like 
bran bread, and up among the “Pennsylvania 
Dutch” pumpernickel is eaten with avidity.

that soggy mass furnished by the cafeterias?

ELECTRICITY IN THE SOIL. 


The division of the Department of Agricul- 
‘ture that is charged with the duty of eliminat- 
ing boll weevils, corn borers, potato bugs, Jap- 
anese beetles and other pests is inclined to be 
skeptical over the reports from Le Roy, N. Y., 
where Hamilton L. Roe, with an electrical plow 
of his own invention, has not only succeeded 
in destroying potato bugs and corn borers, but 
has greatly stimulated the growth of cer- 
tain crops through the fixation of nitrogen from 
the atmosphere. Mr. Roe is €onducting his 
experiments on one of the best farms in the 
region, and the manager of the place writes to 
The Post: “As far as we have gone we are 
satisfied with the work of the electric plow 
and feel justified in continuing our investiga- 
tion. In fact, we are now preparing a large 
acreage electrically, preparatory to planting 
our entire wheat crop without fertilizer.” 

The experiment attracts the attention of 
many visitors to the farm. The potato fields 
are free of bugs, and the stands of buckwheat 
are almost twice as high as those in adjoining 
fields. 

The Department of Agriculture need not go 
to Congress for money with which to test the 
electrical plow as an instrument of destruction 
in the war upon insects. An expert or two 
might spend a few weeks in a “survey” of the 
operations. It is an interesting experiment in 
the application of electric currents to the soil, 
and the remarkable growth of crops on soil 
thus treated is undeniable. 


AMERICAN MOTOR CAR EXPORTS. 


The automobile industry of the United States 
continues to carry American products to all 
quarters of the globe. The volume of such 
business is steadily increasing. Figures just 
made public show a gain of more than 21 per 
cent in the value of automotive exports for the 
first six months of 1927 over the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The increase was 
fairly evenly divided between passenger cars 
and commercial vehicles and covered all of the 
price ranges. 

The money represented by exports in this 
one line was $221,760,753, no minor item in 
the prosperity of the automobile industry as a 
whole. The total represents business won not 
only in the face of domestic competition in the 
various countries but against tariff barriers and 
other obstacles. The cheaper and medium 
priced cars and trucks showed the greatest 
gains. It is in this field that the American 
manufacturer predominates in spite of all op- 
position. Leadership has been made possible 
by mass production, a theory of business which 
few industries abroad have adopted. 

An example of the success of American mo- 
tor cars in foreign fields is cited in the London 
Times of August 2. .It prints a dispatch from 
Adelaide, South Australia, stating that a depu- 


oe of the Australian Association of Manu- 
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purpose of requesting a greater degree of pref- 
erence for British goods. J. H. Gosse, the 
president, pointed out that “the purchase by 
government departments of motors other than 
British had been a matter of concern, and the 
deputation asked that a policy of reasonable 
preference should be definitely laid down. The 
registration of motor vehicles by government 
departments during the last half year showed 
eight foreign motor cars compared with three 
British, and 33 foreign lorries compared with 
eleven British, all the foreign vehicles being 
from the United States. The railway depart- 
ment had registered 23 American and five 
British motors, and the deputation believed 
that there was not a single British tram or 
omnibus on the roads.”’ 

With one or two exceptions automobiles 
made abroad are produced as individual units. 
This system works against quantity production 
and economies such as are practiced in the 
United States. There was a theory for a good 
many years that the hand-made article was su- 
perior. Machine efficiency has been so per- 
fected, however, that it need yleld nothing now 
to any form of competition. Exactness is made 
more certain and durability is as easily 
achieved. Consumers the world over have, not 
failed to recognize the merits of the ‘‘machine 
age” in the United States, as the automobile 
export figures prove, 


“IN TIME OF PEACE.” 


The World Federation of Educational Asso- 
ciations has been holding a powwow in Toron- 
to, and, as usual, with such organizations the 
inevitable report was forthcoming criticizing 
the preparedness policy of the United States. 
The educators state that militarism is rampant 
in the United States, and as proof make the 
assertion that there has been an increase of 400 
per cent since 1912 in the number of persons 
undergoing military training. That is very 
likely true, and it may be a good thing for the 
country that the facts are as they are. Had the 
United States not been retarded in the training 
of its young men in the science of taking care 
of themselves by the pacifists of the early days 
of the twentieth century, there might have been 
less sacrifice of life. 

Just why a few weeks’ instruction in military 
training, and the value of discipline, should 
create lust for war in the breasts of the men of 
America may be understood by delegates to 
the World Federation of Educational Associa- 
tions, especially by those among them who 
have made psychology their especial study, but 
it would be difficult to find among the young 
men who have been in training a single one 
who has developed blood lust as a result of his 
experience. 

The association adopted a resolution in 
which the suggestion is made that the organi- 
zations of educators that form the association 
shall ‘“‘strive to eliminate systematic military 
training to youths under 18 in civil educational 
institutions, suggesting instead physical train- 
ing, sports and similar actitivies,’’ leaving the 
matter of national defense to look after itself.

Almost on the exact spot where he embarked 
on his theatrical career, there will be laid the 
corner stone of the Benjamin F. Keith Memo- 
rial Theater in Boston on Thursday, August 
25. The ceremonies will be marked by the 
preponderance of artists of the stage rather 
than the highest public officials, which is meet 
and proper, for Benjamin F. Keith accom- 
plished more in the way of cleansing the stage 
of filth and suggestiveness than any other man. 

It was in a tiny store about 15 by 30 feet 
that Keith embarked on his career as a pro- 
ducer of attractions for the decent. A year 
later, in the second story of the same building, 
he erected a stage and installed exactly 123 
chairs. He had transposed the name “varie- 
ties” into ‘‘vaudeville,’’ and to meet the de- 
mands of patrons, he introduced ‘“‘the continu- 
ous performance,” another innovation that was 
received with acclaim. 

From the little store theater in the shadow 
of the old Adams House his progress was rapid 
and continuous. First in Boston, then Provi- 
dence, and later Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
Louisville, Washington and a seore of cities in 
nearly every State and in Canada ‘‘Keith” was 
received with open arms by the thousands who 
were glad to welcome wholesome amusement. 

Benjamin F. Keith and his friend, partner 
and survivor, Edward F. Albee, built up a 
splendid organization, which flourishes while 
the New York theater managers are going to 
the wall because of their persistent policy of 
debasing the stage. 

The Benjamin Franklin Keith Memorial 
Pheater will he a fitting memorial to the man 
who demonstrated that American playgoers are 
eager to support the stage where producer and 
performer substitute sprightliness for smut. 


THE MOVIE ‘WINS. 


The struggle between the legitimate stage 
and the motion picture industry has been long 
and bitter. Advocates of the spoken drama 
have inveighed against celluloid production, 
but except in few strongholds they have lost 
ground steadily. The so-called aristocracy of 
the stage held out for a good many years. Its 
members would have nothing td do with the 
“‘films.’’ They did not consider that such act- 
ing was art. But star after star yielded to the 
popularity and cash rewards that came to the 
Hollywood colony. 

Now the motion pictures may well say that 
the last defenses of the legitimate drama have 
fallen. David Belasco is at work on the screen 
version of ‘“‘The Darling of the Gods,”’ and Max 
Reinhardt, eminent Austrian producer, is to 
direct a picture of his own selection this 
winter. Both of these men are leading figures 
in their profession. Belasco’s theatrical ef- 
fects have become a byword in the theater, 
Reinhardt demonstrated in “The Miracle” that 
he is the master of stage technique.. 

No harm, certainly, can come of their new 
ventures. If Belasco and Reinhardt can carry 
their skill to the screen, the motion picture in- 
dustry should be the gainer. Their work will, 
moreover, reach a far larger audience than 
could possibly have been the case had they 
insisted on ignoring a new development in the 
drama.

“It soars from the cellar,” Melville 
wrote, “right up through each suc- 
cessive floor, till, 4 feet square, it breaks 
water from the ridgcpoie of the roof 
like an anvil-headed whale through the 
crest of a billow.” He called it the 
bully of the house because of its un- 
usual location at “the exact center of 
the house,” and its great bulk made 
the habits of the occupants and the 
roe plan conform to its peculiari- 

es. 

Melville lived here for thirteen years, 
moving into the house in 1852. After 
his migration to New York his brother, 
Alan, occupied the house for a time. 
Until its recent sale to Mr: Kimball it 
has remained in the possession of the 
family. 

Citizens Are Gratified. 


The wide piazza on the north side 
has an unobstructed view of Mount 
Greylock, and the circumstances in- 
volved in its construction are found in 
“Piazza Tales.” The kitchen was made 
into a dining room containing a huge 
fireplace. The room was paneled in 
antique oak and nine doors led to other 
parts of the house. Trophies brought 
to Arrowhead from various parts of 
the world were hung about the fire- 
plgce, adding much to the curious in- 
terest of the room. 

Residents of Pittsfield have expressed 
satisfaction that the house, which has 
taken on an aspect of loneliness in re- 
cent years, will bé preserved, and that 
the scene of the creation of the im- 
mortal tales of Capt. Ahab and the 
white whale did not fall into decay 
with the passing years. 


Hot Winds Credited 
For Iowa’s Tall Corn 


Des Moines, Aug. 15 (A.P.).—Hot 
winds, the greatest of crop scourges in 
Nebraska and Kansas, are responsible 
for corn being king of crops in Iowa. 

Agricultural experts of Iowa State 
College have come to that conclusion 
after a survey of each county’s acreage, 
climatic and soil conditions. 

It was disclosed that the greatest 
corn areas are along the Missouri River 
in western Iowa, where the acreage 
runs as high as 59 per cent. In that 
region, farmers have found the hot 
winds too great a menace to oats and 
other small grain crops. 

A popular idea that corn acreage is 
uniform in the tall corn State js dis- 
puted by the survey, which discloses 
that some counties have less than 20 
per cent of farm land in corn.

Many of them tell me that they are 
going camping, and that I am glad to 
hear. For there is assuredly no: better 
way to relax and gain strength than to 
have the relief of fresh air and clean, 
piney woods after too close application 
to work in the city. The housewife, 


too, would do well to consider the at- 
tractions of camp life, where she can 
forget the routine that is often exact- 
ing even in a little house or flat. 

I have written earlier in the season 
about what to take on vacation trips— 
the needed creams and lotions and pow- 
ders; not too many, but well chosen 
and in convenient sizes and containers. 
But I hope it is not too late for a spe- 
cial word to campers. 

Don’t forget the importance of 4 cer- 
tain amount of woolen clothing, even in 
summer. Light, but wool. It is usually 
cold in the mountains or at a lake, 50 
that sweaters, a flannel shirt and skirt, 
and wool stockings are a necessity. 
Wool stockings, by the way, are really 
cool, and they are the only comfortable 
thing to wear with heavy-soled shoes. 
Also, they afford a certain amount of 


| protection against the bites of insects. 


Sensible shoes, round or square of 
toe, low of heel and heavy of sole, 
mark the knowing camper. Moccasins 
with leather soles are very useful. 

An old felt hat or a beret should not 
be forgotten, although a wide-brimmed 
hat of coarse straw is also needed in 
some localities. 

Knickers are indispensable. They may 
be of tweed, homespun, gabardine or 
khaki, as you think best. 

If your are careful to apply a pro- 
tective cream and then powder the face 
well, you can escape painful sunburn. 
Use less water on the face than you 
usually do, and don’t forget cream at 
night. Give the hands some, too.

Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge 


The pointer for today is: 

AT CONTRACT, SPECIAL SLAM 
BIDS SHOULD NOT BE MADE 
UNTIL THE DECLARATION HAS 
BEEN “SET.” 


Slam bidding at Contract is danger- 
ous, but so intriguing that even severe 
losses do not deter many players who 
use it. Slam bids show blank suits 
or Aces, not length; they should not 
be made until the suit that is to be 
the trump has been definitely deter- 
mined. This determination is reached 
in various ways under various systems. 

Under one system a game-going bid 
set® the “declaration; under another 
an original bid of more than one, fol- 
lowed by a “jump” from partner sets 
it; under still another a bid of three 
of more made under any conditions 
paves the way for slam bidding. After 
the suit is “set,” subsequent bids by 
that side means that the Ace of the 
suit named is held by the bidder, or 
that he has no cards of that suit. 

Should South start with two Hearts, 
North bid four Hearts and South then 
bid five Diamonds; the Diamond bid 
under any of the slam systems would 
not mean Diamond length—but would 
show Ace of Diamonds or no Dia- 
monds. North would be expected to 
rebid Hearts; five at least, six if 
South’s Diamond information justi- 
fied it.

THERE IS ONLY ONE CAUSE OF 
MALARIA. 


w=, R. M. A. FORT gave the Georgia 
D State Medical Association the 
following excellent summary of 


some phases of the mosquito malaria 
situation. Almost every statement he 
made applies to every section of the 
country where there is any malaria. 


What he says about the malaria mos- 
quitoes does not wholly apply to other 
mosquitoes. 

“Numerous people have told me about 
catching malaria from eating fish 
caught in stagnant ponds, chewing 
Sugar cane, drinking bad water, eating 
rotten ended watermelons, green scum 
or drying up of ponds, night air, files, 
&c. Some prominent physicians have 
assured me that mosquitoes raised in 
the vines about their porches, cause it. 
I was asked to make an agricultural 
college quit raising cow peas because 
they bred mosquitoes. I have heard 
physicians advise their patients to put 
down deep wells, as the water from 
shallow wells produced malaria. 


“Malaria is not caused by bad water, 
air or food. Nothing causes malaria 
but an animal being, having as definite 
@ mode of existence as a boll weevil. 
This parasite is put in by a mosquito 
and by nothing else. It lives in only 
two places in the world—in the human 
blood and in the mosquito. It dies im- 
mediately if placed in water, so it can 
not ,enter the drinking water. It can 
not live in any food, so it can not be 
eaten. It can not live in air, so it can 
not be breathed in. One can get it 
only when an infected mosquito inserts 
her bill and spits. The only mosquito 
that can carry this parasite is the 
anophelene, and the only variety of 
anophelene to be feared in Georgia is 
‘anopheles quadrimaculatus.’ 

“The quads develop only in ponds 
and not in running streams, tin cans, 
barrels, tubs, septic tanks, wells or 
other holes dug in the earth, as they

burrow pits made in road building. The 
clean up campaigns for removing cans 
and trash are good for comfort, but 
they have no influence in preventing 
malaria. The quad prefers water in & 
limestone country, and the limestone 
areas and the malaria areas of the State 
are the same. 


“A mosquito must be over ten days 
old before she can transmit malaria. 
This is the basis of Le Prince’s excel- 
lent method of preventing malaria by 
destroying all the mosquitoes in the 
house daily. Malaria is not transmit- 
ted in the winter in Georgia, but the 
parasite lives in the blood of uncured 
persons all winter. If fever appears in 
a house in which quad mosquitoes can » 
be found hiding in the dark places in 
the daytime, ar if the larvae of the 
quad mosquito can be found in nearby 
ponds, it is strong presumptive: evi- 
dence of malaria. If, in addition, there 
is a history of other cases of malaria 
and the presence of an enlarged spleen, 
the diagnosis is well-nigh absolute. 
When a stained blood smear is ex- 
amined and the characteristic parasites 
are found we have one of the most 
Satisfactory and absolute diagnoses 
known to medicine. If we depend upon 
the microscope alone we shall miss 
malaria more than 20 per cent of the 
time.” 

The folklore relative to the causes of 
malaria cited by Dr. Fort does not ex- 
haust the list. Almost any old resi- 
dent of a malarial region could add 
about as Many supposed causes of 
malaria as are found in Dr. Fort’s list.

| bounder would question the sincerity

The difference between lawn tennis 
and these sports of the lower classes 
is the difference between a dab of 
salad served on a lettuce leaf by a 
steward and a bag of peanuts thrown 
across six rows of seats by a sweaty 
vender wearing a dirty shirt. It is 
also the difference between subscribers 
and customers or fans. 

This elegance is one of the reasons 
why the big tennis tournaments are 
the monopoly of New York, Long 
Island, Boston and Philadelphia. To 
the sort of customer who goes to ball 
games or fights or races there is an 
intimidating quality about the refine- 
ment of the tennis tournaments and 
he feels that even though he has paid 
i'his dough, or subscription fee, he is 
| there by virtue of a great condescen- 


sion on the part of some one, probably 
the committee, but perhaps the Astors. 


Consequently he sees what he 
sees, and keeps his perplexity to 
himself whereas at his more famil- 
iar pleasures he would open up 
his neck and emit raucous sounds 
of disparagement. 


All this is suggested by the delicacy 
with which some of the accoutns of 
the Meadow Club’s tournament at 
Southampton, L. I., discuss the abrupt 
change in Rene Lacoste’s game when 
he lost to George Lott, of Chicago, on 
Friday. In writing about a prize fight, 
say, in which the favorite misses 
everything and blocks all his op- 
ponents’ service aces with his chin, 
one usually drops hints about honest 
Abe Attell and some last-minute 
maneuver of the wise money.

The Government crop report con- 
tained estimates of excellent wheat 
and oats harvests, but predicted that 
corn would fall far short of normal. 
Corn prices, .therefore, stiffened, and 
there was a silighter upward move- 
ment in wheat, largely due to fears of 
frost or rust damage. 

An increase of around 88,000 tons in 
unfilled orders of the United States 
Steel Corporation as of July 31 led to 
belief in some quarters that the in- 
dustry had “turned the corner,” but 
more conservative observers were dis- 

to await further developments 

fore hazarding an opinion. The in- 

crease occasioned no such surprise as 

that which followed the report for 

June 30, when an expected decrease of 

up to 100,000 tons was replaced by a 
emall gain. 


Operations on Smalier Scale. 


Steel operations, on the other band, 
w on a smaller scale than in earlier 
months, and prices continued to drift 
toward lower levels, Pig iron quota- 
tions softened, but activity increased, 
leading to expectations of an early

BONDS rm ARE QUIET 
AFTER BUYING FLURRY 


Dearth of New Offerings Dur- 
ing the Week’ Holds 
Quotations Up. 


HIGH-GRADE LIST IS DULL 


New York, Aug. 14 (Associated Press). 
The bond market last week returned to 
normal midsummer quiet after a flurry 
of buying and strength following the 
reduction of the New York Federal Re- 
serve Bank's rediscount rate 
to 8% per cent. Although many issues 
were selling at or just below their 
high prices, holders showed little dig- 
position to sell, and a dearth of offer- 
ings had the natural effect of holding 
quotations up. Owners of bonds as a 
rule are reluctant to part with their 


-holdings at a moment of easy money, 


unless a tightening of rates is in pros- 
pect. The géneral opinion in financial 
circles here holds that credit is not 
likely to harden materially for some 
little time to come. 

To be sure, the expansion of com- 
mercial demand for funds in the au- 
tumn is expected to take its toll from 
the credit reservoir, but with enormous 
quantities of gold in reserve here, and 
with huge sums pouring into the 
market each quarter in interest and 
dividend payments, it is believed not 
probable that business needs will con- 
stitute any real strain on money avail- 
able for credit purposes. 

Not only in easing money conditions, 
but also in the matter of surplus new 
bonds has the market undergone a 
metamorphosis in recent weeks. If the 
new material which heaped high during 
the spring still constitutes a factor, it 
has at least been reduced to a minor 
one.

Heavy; Time Money Easy. 


New York, Aug. 14 _ (Associated 
Press).—General business last week 
apparently was marking time, gather- 
igg its forces for the fall drive. Mid- 
summer dullness gripped virtually all 
lines, and much commercial interest 
was diverted to the agricultural situ- 
ation. 

The Government crop report con- 
tained estimates of excellent wheat 
and oats harvests, but predicted that 
corn would fall far short of normal. 
Corn prices, therefore, stiffened, and 
there was a slighter. upward move- 
ment in wheat, largely due to fears of 
frost or rust damage. 

An increase of around 88,000 tons in 
unfilled orders of the United States 
Steel Corporation as of July 31 led to 
belief in some quarters that the in- 
dustry had “turned the corner,’’ but 
more conservative observers were dis- 
posed to await further developments 
before hazarding an opinion. The in- 
crease occasioned no such surprise as 
that which followed the report for 
June 30, when an expectéd decrease of 
up to 100,000 tons was replaced by a 
small gain. 


Operations on Smaller Scale. 


Steel operations, on the other band, 
were on a smaller scale than in earlier 
months, and prices continued to drift 
toward lower levels. Pig iron quota- 
tions softened, but activity increased, 
leading to expectations of an early 
tightening of resistence to price con- 
cessions.’ 

Interest in the motor industry cen- 
tered in action taken by directors to 
split the stock of General Motors Cor- 
poration two for one. Talk of new 
models continued to push retail buy- 
ing back, and many manufacturers be- 
lieved that a rush of orders would fol- 


the expectod innovations had reached 
the market. 

Car loadings declined from the figure 
of the year before, with the result 
that the total for 1927 up to August 
1 was brought down to the level of 
the first seven months of last year. 

Building continued to lag behind last 
year’s figures. The soft coal output in 
July was reported as the smallest for 
any month since July, 1924, while no 
signs of a break were displayed by the 
bituminous miners on strike since the 
first of April. 

C#ude petroleum continued to make 
undesirable strides, production in the 
first seven months exceeding by about 
one-fifth the output for the same 
period of 1926, and July output estab- 
lishing a new high record. Efforts to 
put the lid on the prolific Seminole 
field, of Oklahoma, however, appeared 
to be making some progress. as a 
diminishing flow was reported during 
the early days of this month. 

The stock market attracted consid- 
erable attention around the middle of 
the week when prices suffered the most 
severe set-back of the year. This 
naturally injected a note of caution in 
business as a whole. Business men who 
had believed that the constant rise of 
'the price of stocks presaged a business 
boom were impelled to pause and take 
stock of the new situation. 


Hope for Little More Caution, 


Although the break in securities quo- 
tations was attributed to the collapse 
of several pools which have been sup- 
porting the “bull” movement, there 
arose a tendency to» wonder if some 
other fundamental might not be in- 
volved. Conservative industrial leaders 
pinned an optimistic sign upon this 
changed tendency, contending that a

Stocks of Chicago Nipple 
Crash Downward; Solvents 
Tumble 16 Points. 


FEW INACTIVE ISSUES GAIN 


New York, Aug. 14 _ (Associated 
Press).—The curb market, after a long 
spell of fair weather, last week was 
swept by a storm of selling, and doz- 
ens of stocks, jettisoned to lighten 
cargoes dangerously heavy, sank 2 to 
more than a dozen points in value. 
The tempest was an offshoot from the 
one which battered the “big board” 
following the crumbling -away of half 
the quoted value of Manhattan Elec- 
trical Supply. 

Stocks of the Chicago Nipple Co., 
sponsored by the same pool that had 
been supporting the Manhattan issue. 
plunged downward more than 30 
points, and resulting nervousness of 
traders who rushed to unload shaky 
holdings brought on a general crash. 
The new shares of the Commercial 
Solvents Corporation tumbled 16 
points, and Ford Motor of Canada suf- 
fered a net loss on the week of. 20. 

Pyugiic utility shares, which had 
been strongly supported by pools for 
@ week or more, shared in the gen- 
eral retreat, and Standard -Oil of In- 
diana, a recent favorite with opera- 
tors for the advance, hesitated, and 
then slipped backward. But the most 
substantial recessions were’ scored 
against various specialty issues which 
had been moving intermittently for- 
ward for several weeks. 

Most of the advances recorded were 
in stocks not especially active, in 
humerous instances only a few odd- 
lot sales being affected. 

A brief list of new issues admitted 
to trading included the new stock of 
the General Motors Corporation, $25 
par value, when, as and if issued, in 
exchange for old no-par common stock 
of the corporation.

ings had the natural effect of holding 
quotations up. Owners of bonds as a 
rule are reluctant to part with their 


holdings at a moment of easy money, 
unless a tightening of rates is in pros- 
pect. The general opinion in financial 
circles here holds that credit is not 
likely to harden materially for some 
little time to come. 

To be sure, ‘the expansion of com- 
mercial demand for funds in the au- 
tumn is expected to take its toll from 
the credit reservoir, but with enormous 
quantities of gold in reserve here, and 
with huge sums pouring into the 
market each quarter in interest and 
dividend payments, it is believed not 
probable that business needs will con- 
stitute any real strain on money avail- 
able for credit purposes. 

Not only in easing money conditions, 
but also in the matter of surplus new 
bonds has the market undergone a 
metamorphosis in recent weeks.. If the 
new material which heaped high.during 
the spring still constitutes a factor, it 
has at least been reduced to a minor 
one. The flow has contracted to a 
comparative dribble, and a week in 
which total new offerings exceed $100,- 
000,000 has been exceptional sincé the 
beginning of the summer season. 

In many instances offering syndi- 
cates succeeded in disposing of entire 
issues direct to the investing public. 
Again, a few issues were thrown on the 
market at reduced prices following the 
dissolution of the groups which brought 
them out. In the case of several mu- 
nicipal offerings, large blocks of the 
bonds were sold to smaller dealers, who, 
in turn, offered them to investors. The 
Syndicate thus closed its books, the 
smaller dealer had the advantage of 
all prior advertising and the oppor- 
tunity to claim a larger profit, and the 
investor often was enabled to buy at 
reduced prices, thus carrying material 
benefit to all concerned. 

With high-grade mortgages moving 
slowly because of the scarcity of offer- 
ings, much of last week’s business in 
the listed market was diverted to con- 
vertible and other semispeculative liens. 
Many of the convertibles, notably 
Brooklyn Union Gas 5%s and Erie D 
4s, accompanied their related stocks 
into new high territory. The sharp 
break in the stock market near the 
end of the week, however, influenced 
a hasty retreat from the peak levels. 

There was a slight picking up in the 
volume of new offerings during the 
week, the aggregate reaching approxi- 
mately $60,000,000, against about $35,- 
000,000 in the preceding week. This 
total compares with offerings in the 


corresponding week of 1926 of around. 


$34,000,000. 

New issues in the making are fairly 
numerous, but few large loans are in 
immediate prospect. Some public util- 
ity financing is understood to be 
under negotiation, and a few munici- 
pal loans of moderate proportions will 
be due for bids within a relatively short 
time. Foreign loans, such as the pro- 
posed advance to Poland and a group 
of German issues, received less than 
usual comment, although negotiations 
were still under way.

yesterday by ‘he Bureau of Railway 
Economics for the first six months of 
the current year. This organization, 
maintained here by the carriers, said 
that during the period ending June 30, 
the railroads handled 233,794,568,000 
net ton miles of fréight, an increase of 
6,821,980,000 net ton miles. 

This represented an increase of three 
per cent over the corresponding period 
of last year, which the bureau said, 
marked the previous high record. 

The western district showed an in- 
crease of 3.9 per cent over the same 
period in 1926; the eastern district 3.5 
per cent and the southern district 
nine-tenths of one per cent. Freight 
traffic for June, however, the bureau 
added, showed a decrease of two per 
cent below that in June last year.

One can .be inconsistent in many 
things, Miss Losh believes, but parent- 
hood must not be one of them.

MAN 15 SUICIDE BY GAS; 
ANOTHER CUTS THROAT 


Wilson T. Stokley Stabs Self 
With Ice Pick After 
Using Knife. 


40 STITCHES ON NECK 


Peter Marshall, 66 years old, 453 New 
York avenue northwest, ended his life 
yesterday by inhaling gas, and. Wilson 
Temple Stokley, 39 years old, 1619 R 
street northwest, is in a serious con- 
dition in Emergency Hospital from an 
attempt.at suicide, police report. 

On two previous occasions Marshall 
attempted to kill himself with gas, po- 


lice say. Early yesterday morning he 
locked himself in the kitchen of his 
home. Attaching a rubber tube to a 
fixture and securing it under his belt, 
Marshall placed the tube in his mouth 
and turned on the gas. 

The odor awakened his wife, and po- 
lice of the Second Precinct were sum- 
moned. A physician from Emergency 
Hospital pronounced him dead. Dr. J. 
Ramsey Nevitt, istrict cononer, certi- 
fied the death as suicide. Despondency 
over failing health was attributed as 
the motive for his act. 

More than 40 stitches were taken in 
the throat of Stokley after he slashed 
his throat to end his life, according 
to police. The operation was  per- 
formed by Dr. Walter Atkinson, of the 
Emergency Hospital staff. 

Detectives John Flaherty, Edward 
Kelly and James Collins, of the cen- 
tral office, learned that Stokley re- 
cently was discharged from Gallinger 
Hospital and was despondent over ill 
health and business affairs. Police say 
he slashed his throat with a knife and 
then stabbed himself in the left breast 
with an ice pick. He is married and 
is the father of a 12-year-old child. 
Dr. Atkinson declared that, although his 
condition was serious, he had a good 
chance to recover.

TO SEARCH FOR EARLY 


Declares Capture of Escaped

While Dr. Hugh S. Cummings, sur- 
geon general of the United States 
Public Health Service, last night stood

The agent re- 
ported Early, aided by his brothers, 
resisted capture, and only by much 
argument was the leper prevailed upon 
to return.

CHAUFFEURS PUSH PLANS 
FOR ORGANIZING UNION 


Leaders, Discharged by Black 
and White for Activities, 
Call Meeting. 


Officials of the Diamond Taxicab Co. 
yesterday were contemplating issuing 
@ general order to their chauffeurs to 
occupy hotel hack stands now held ex- 
clusively by other companies, to test 
the legality of what they declare to be 
“discriminating” concessions, they an- 
nounced last night. 

The announcement gave promise of 
continuation of the taxicab war, evi- 
denced in the past week by competitive 
rate cutting resorted to by the inde- 
pendent and Black & White organiza- 
tions. An attempt made by the Dia- 
mond Co. a year ago to establish a 
test case by driving on Black & White 
hotel concessions was unsuccessful. 

Meanwhile leaders of the chauffeurs 
who were discharged from the Black & 
White Taxicab Co. for attempting to 
organize a union of drivers, announced 
they are “following up” their plans and 
intend to formally establish a branch 
organization of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor at a mass meeting of 
chauffeurs. 


Meeting to Be Held Tomorrow. 


Victor Pedone, of Clarendon, Va., 
spokesman for the group, last night 
said the chauffeurs will meet at 8:30 
o’clock tomorrow night in Musicians’ 
Hall, 1006 E street northwest. Among 
the other leaders in the movement are 
Louis Cavaliere, 710 Sheridan street 
northwest, and R. L. Robinson, 1826 
Calvert street northwest. 

Reports of the number already “sign- 
ed up” vary between 100 and 2850, 
whereas 300 are required to organize a 
union. Membership will not be limited 
to drivers for any one company, Pedone 
Said. Officials of the Diamond Co. re- 
peatedly have stated they have no ob- 
jection to their men organizing, and 
leaders in the attempt to form a union 
of Black & White drivers have been 
hired by the concern.

there is to be any effective tax reduce 
tion. 

Of course, when Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur was out here he talked 
very mysteriously about some plans 
that the Navy general board is work- 
ing out and will submit t> the next 
Congress and there were reports out of 
Washington that it contemplated 12 ad- 
ditional cruisers. It is hard to square 
such a program with any thought of 
tax reduction. 

Some of the reductions in the 1924 
bill are just. beginning to have their 
full effect, it is explained in accounting 
for this falling off in revenue at this 
time. 

Next year the director estimates a 
still further falling off in revenue, of 
$144,000,000 in fact. Estimated expen- 
diture for the next year, however, will 
be $21,000,000 less than those of the 
current year. But this outlay is based 
on the director’s budget now in the 
process of preparation, which does not 
include flood relief, farm relief and 
such other matters which Congress will 
see fit to add. 

Students here admit that on the 
face of the director’s figures it is hard 
to see just how a $300,000,000 tax re- 
duction may be effected, but they base 
their hopes in the probable extreme- 
ness of his estimated revenue reduc- 
tions, $209,000,000 for this year, as 
compared with last, and $144,000,000 
next year, as compared with this. 

President Coolidge” has never said 
definitely that there would be a re- 
duction. He has expressed the hope 
that there would be and indicated his 
belief that there would be. Senator 
Smoot, of, Utah, the Senate’s tax ex- 
pert, has said definitely that there 
would be one and has given $300,000,- 
000 as his minimum figure. Chairman 
Green of the House ways and means 
committee, plans to get his committee 
together in advance of the regular 
session with a view to effecting a re- 
duction. The Democrats have insisted 
that there should be one of 3500,- 
000,000. 


Smoot Says: Flood Aid 
Will Affect Tax Relief 


(Associated Press.) 

Chairman Smoot, of the Senate 
finance committee, expressed belief yes- 
terday that tax reduction at the com- 
ing session of Congress would be gov 
erned in amount by such appropria- 
tions as might be made for Mississippi 
flood control, Boulder Canyon Dam and 
naval construction. 

He emphasized that this represented 
his own view as he did not know what 
the President might recommend to 
Congress in addition to the normal 
budget, and that he had received no 
information from the summer White 
House sincé the visit of Director Lord, 
of the budget, to South Dakota. 

The Utah senator, however, said that 
after careful study he had arrived at 
the conviction that a sugplus of $300,- 
000,000 would be available for tax re- 
duction unless drawn upon for unusual 
expenditures. 

“Whatever we appropriate out of the 
ordinary, for flood control, Boulder 
Dam, the Navy or other items,” he 
said, “must be deducted from the 
$300,000,000, which has been considered 
available for tax reduction, and tax re- 
duction be reduced correspondingly.”

pose. Then the Government can do 
& great deal to help farmers. 

“Groups of producers and sections of 
the country are bound together in an 
increasingly complex relationship, 
which demands some form of control 
over economic forces.

Shall it be, 
as some would have it, control by po- 
litical government attempting to legis- 
late prosperity to this group or that?
